I am now writing as a collector and reader of many of your columns and books. In one of 
your recent publications, I can’t put my finger on it at present, I believe you mentioned 
that there were few coins, tokens, or medals with ruins pictured. 


There is one of which I am aware and it is reasonably popular here on the west coast, the 
San Francisco Earthquake and Fire medal, catalogued by Hibler & Kappen in their So- 
called Dollar book, (HK 340-342). Most of the pieces I have seen have been heavily 
circulated or dinged because of carrying in purse or pocket, but nice lustrous specimens 
usually can be had for under $100. 


I do have a question for you as well. I ama collector of anti-slavery tokens, medals, and 
the like and noted that you sold (or at least offered) Low 54a in one of your Rare Coin 
Reviews in the 1970s. Do you by chance know the whereabouts of this piece? 
Additionally, have you any information as to the true number of pieces in existence. The 
Fulds mentioned 3-5 pieces in one of their early catalogs, but the piece you offered is the 
only one I have traced over the past 30 odd years.
